‘The 
same weapon broke the arm of George 
Johnson, and knives were used to slash up 
three other Russians bad!y, but not fatally. 
The Americans found the force opposing 
them too strong, and withdrew from the 
field. The wounded Russians were taken 
care of by their companions, and nothing 
can be learned from them owing to their 
clannish customs. The affair created the 
most intense excitement In the neighbor- 
hood, where a majority of the settlers are 
Russians. Officers are now investigating. 


INGENIOUS SWINDLE. 


How Eastern Cattiemen Dipped Into 
Uncle Sam's Pocket. 

LonG IsLanp City (N. Y.), Dee. 27.— 
[By the Associated Press.} ‘The inspectors 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States have unearthed a novel 
swindling scheme. It has been the cus 
tom, since the bureau extended its opera- 
tions to Queens county, for all cattle killed 
because of being infected with pleuro-pneu- 
monia to be appraised and paid for out of 
the United States Treasury. The appraised 
value has averaged $35. The swindle just 
discovered enabled the to 

ket from $10 to $15 each for a large num- 

er of cattle condemned avi slaughtered. 
age swindiers would procure a small farm 
in the towo of Newton or Jamaica, and 
send to New York or other places for droves 
of cattle, which were purchased at $25 per 
head. Carcasses of some cows which had 
died of pleuro-pneumonia would then be 
obtained and exposed near the cattle a suf- 
ficient length of time to insure inoculation 
with the disease. The inspectors visiting 
the farin would find the herd .infected and 
an appraisement and slaughter would fol- 
low. Aithough the inspectors have no 
doubt whatever that the owners of the cat- 
tle have perpetrated a deliberate swindle 
they have been unabie to obtain conclusive 
evidence to warrant arrests. In order to 


prevent any more such swindling the-chiet 


inspector has decided to pay for no more in- 
fected cattle. It is believed that the trea- 
sury hes been defrauded of from $1000 to 
$2000 vy dishonest cattle dealers during the 
past year. One man alone had three herds 
coudemned, 


A SPANISH OUTRAGE, 


An American Ship seized at Porto 
Btico. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j| Thebrigantine Josefa, from 
Montegro Bay, Jamaica, brings news of an 
outrage suffered at the hands of the Span- 
ish Government. While she was discharg- 
ing her eargo on the outward trip from 
New York to Arroyo, Porto Rico, the Span- 
ish customs Officials discovered 20 packages 
of corn starch marked on the vessel’s mani- 
fest missing. The vessel was seized by the 
Spanish authorities and held until fines of 
$4000 were paid. The vaiue of the goods 
did not exceed $20. The master and crew 
were forced to suffer many indignities at the 
hands of the Governor of the island and 
officials under bis authority. 

‘The authorities offered to settle the mat- 
ter if the captain of the vessei could Ssatis- 
factorily explain the whereabouts of the 
missing packages. After the fine had been 
paid it was ascertained that the missing

There are 
fewer hindrances to continued ad- 
vancement to be found here than in 
any other portion of this continent or 
in any partof the known world.

Gold enough to set afloat 
mighty armadas, and vast fleets of 
commerce; enough to set awhir mill- 
ions of spindles, and countless wheels 
of manufactories. Gold enough to en- 
courage art and sculpture to seek per- 
fection in our midst; to furnish the 
scholar while he pours over the wonders 
of his pages; to light every torch of 
science while its votaries delve 
amid the mysteries of the ocult won- 
ders of the universe.

The manner in which the county 
taxes are assessed and collected is a 
disgrace to Los Angeles. To begin 
with, there are not near enough clerks 
in the Tax Collector’s office, and the 

taxpayer has to put in half a day, 
jammed in acrowd of perspiring and 
impatient humanity, to get the book 
and folio in which his property appears, 
and then another half day to reach one 
vf the clerks behind the counter, who 
are too worn out to be polite, even if 
they were wijiing or knew how. Hav- 
ing got as far as this, the chances are 
even that the citizen who wants to con- 
tribute his share of the county expenses 
finds that his property is not on the 
list, or is assessed to some one else. 

Persons who were last year. put to 
much inconvenience by figuring in the 
iist of **unknown owners,”’ and who in 
the spring took particular pains to go 
and give the Assessor a correct descrip- 
tion of their property, now find, in 
many instances, that their property has 
not been assessed at all, or else to other 
people, and they will be put to a fur- 
ther vast amount of inconvenience to 
discover whether the property is as- 
sessed, and if so where, so as to save it 
from being sold by the Sheriff. 

The entire system of assessing and 
collecting taxes in this county needs a 
thorough overhauling. It might have 
answered for the Los Angeles of 1878, 
but for the Los Angeles of today it is 
entirely inadequate. The people who 
pay the taxes and support a large body 
of well-paid county officials deserve a 
little consideratiou, and should not be 
put to unnecessary inconvenience, not 
to say hardship, in paying their dues.

ORKGON LAND FRAUDS. 


A Large Tract Ordered Restored to 
the Public !iomain. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.; ‘The Secretary of the Interior 
today rendered a decision in the case of the 
State of-Oregon vs. the United States, in 
which is involved about ninety thousand 
eight hundred acres of layd in the Lake 
View land district, comprising what is 
known as Swamp Land List No. 5. it 
appears from the records that these lands 
inured to the State as swamp lands under 
the act of September 28, 185), as extended 
Prior to certi- 
fication the greater part of these lands were 
sold by the State to various parties in large 
bodies. Upou the reports of special agents 
of the departmert certification was finally 
made. Subsequently it was reported to the 
department that the reports of Special 
Agent reg and State Agent Whittaker 
were false and fraudulent, and that a large 
part of the lands described in these reports 
as swamp were really hign and dry. An 
investigation was ordered, and Special 
Agent Shackelford was airected to make a 
personal examination. His report shows 
that of ninety thousand eight hundred acres 
comprising list No. 5, over thirty-four thou- 
sand acres can ib nowise be classed as 
swamp land, and that of this latter amount 
over twenty thousand acres is situated on 
hills or steep mountains or sagebrush 
deserts. This report was duly verified and 
an oral hearing ordered, in which the State 
was represented by counsel. 

The Secretary reviews in detail the evi- 
dence and law applicable to the case, and 
finds that the certification by Secretary 
Teller was procured by fraud, and that had 
he (Teller) known the facts in the case as 
they have since been developed, certifica- 
tion would never have been made. The 
Secretary orders the certification set aside, 
and directs the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office to prepare another list, 
which shall contain only lands known to be 
Swarup. 

As to other lands an investigation is 
ordered, and such lands in the jist as are 
found to be not swamp are ordered to be 
restored to the public domain, subject to 
any rights which may have attached to them 
under the laws. 


THE HISTORIANS. 


Séveral Papers Kead Before the 
American Association. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] At the morning session of the 
American Historical Association, A. C. 
McLaughlin, assistant professor of histery 
in the University of Michigan, read a paper 
upon the ‘Influence of Gov. Cass Upon the 
Development of the Northwest.” 

Frederick J. Turner of Jobns Hopkins 
University read a paper prepared by Prof. 
W. F. Allen of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, on the “Position of the Northwest in 
General History’ Our Territorial system, 
our policy of creating new States, our na- 
tion guaranty of personal freedom, univer- 
sal educational and religious liberty, he 
said, found their first expression in the 
great act which provided forthe govern- 
ment of the Northwest, 

Prof. George W. Knight of the Ohio 
State University read a paper upon the 
“History of Education in the Northwest.” 

Maj. J. W. Howell, director of the 
United States Geological Survey, exhibited 
a language map of North America, and ex- 
plained its compilation. He said that there 
were about seventy-three distinct stock 
languages in North America, each having 
one or two dialects. ‘The work of investi- 
gating the subject, he said, had occupied 17 
years. “The tracings of the map showed the 
boundaries of the greatest language di- 
visions. 

At the evening session Dr. James C. 
Welling of Columbian University read

More ’KFrisco Election Frauds — 
O'Donnell Loses His Contest. 

SAN FrANcisco, Dec. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The O’Donneli contest for 
Mayor came upin Judge Finn’s court to- 
day for the purpose of enabling the Doc- 
‘or’; attorney to put in orai testimony re- 
garding frauds committed. O’Donnell’s 
counsel says the recount has shown that 
more straight Democratic tickets bave been 
voted from the almshouse precinct than 
from any other precinct in the city, and 
that he had subpcenaed certain inmates of 
the almshouse to show that they had voted 
xt the last election despite the law forbid- 
ding the registration of inmates of charita- 
%le institutions, 

Two of the inmates then testified that 
they had voted at the polls. They were 
carried there ip a “bus with a number of 
other inmates, and had been given ballots 
which they voted without inspecting, 

Dr. Chaigneau, resident physician of the 
almshouse, acknowledges having spoken to. 
some inmates regarding how they were to 
vote, but said that Superintendent Keating 
had given strict orders that the. inmates 
should not be interfered with in their 
voting. 

A. Kershaw, who was sworn in as Repub- 
lican inspector in the ninth precinct of the 
Thirty-seventh District, testified that when 
he undertook to perform the duties of his 
office he was ejected by the Democratic 
election officers, who put an outsider in his 
place, without having him sworn in or ap- 
pointed. 

After some further testimony and argu- 
ments of counsel, Judge Finn rendered a 
decision, in which he held that the duties 
of the Court were purely statutory. It had 
been shown that some of the election ofli- 
cers attempted to defraud O’ Donnell! out of 
alarge number of votes, but the Court 
could not infer fraud beyond that actually 
proven. The Court concluded: ‘The elec- 
tion of E. B. Pond as Mayor is hereby 
affirmed.”’
